FAVORS ILLINOIS.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—The 


opinion of the supreme court of the 
United States in the case of tie" board 
of education of the Kentucky annual 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church vs. The State of Illinois, which 
was handed down today by Justice 
McKennai was favorable to'the state.

One of the things which first struck 


the writer, when he first spent a few 
days In the near 'neighborhood of a 
glacier was to find what « noisy crea- 
ture it was. 
Somehow one associates 


with snow and Ice the idea of intense 
quiet, and no doubt if one climbs high 
up among the snow on the rnoontninsi 
oae will find it quiet enough. Bp 
lower down on the surface of $ie* 
glacier there is, at least In sunnier 
time, continuous noise.' 


The noise is the voice of. many wa- 


ters. All around are innumerable lit- 
tle rivulets "caused by the inciting of 
the Ice in the heat of the summer sun. 
These trickle and babble and splash 
their eiuuous courses for longer or 
shorter distances, but none go very far 
before they plunge headlong tJown one 
of the numerous fissures or crevasses. 
Some seem to fall into a larger tor- 
rent far below. 
Others make their 


way into some glacial mtH where stones 
are churned round and round, Jtsst as 
one may see in the potholes ia the 
stream nt Bust Eintoa. 


JBy listening intently one may "be 


able to hear this churning- sotrad min- 
gling with the voice of the -waters. 
Miniature avalanches contribute their 
<juota of noise. Now some ninnacJe of 
ice topples over "and splinters into a 
thousand fragtnents. Anon a handful 
of stones come sliding down the-side 
of a ridge of ice, perhaps to splash 
into a pool. All these various causes 
combine'to produce a wonderful amount 
of noise. 


Another curions feature of glaciers 


is that the surface of the ice ia many 
instances appears quite extraordinarily 
dirty.

All this solid'matter has at one time 


or another fallen upon the surface of 
the glacier and is being borne along 
by it as a river bears along the sticks 
and leaves that fa)'J into it. 
But in 


the ease of a glacier we tuny have ex- 
posed to view the aecudnulatioas of 
hundreds of years. At the lower end 
of the glacier there is much of inter- 
est. 
In the ""first place, there is very 


often a great cave iu the ice. find from 
this there Issues the glacier stream. 
This cave often looks as if it ought 
to be explored, and it may be possible 
to ranks one's way tinder the ice for n 
considerable distance. 


But let the traveler beware. Expedi- 


tions of this kind are far from safe. 
The interior of s glacier may be stud- 
led safely enough in the grottoes and 
tunnels which are carved into the liv- 
ing ice of many show gjneiors. such as 
that of the Rhone, but the Ice at the 
deboucbe of the stream is in an un- 
stable condition. Every now ami then 
the cave partially collapses or great 
masses of ice fall from the roof, and in 
a moment nn unwary tourist may be 
trapped or crushed to death. — Edin- 
burgh Scotsman.

The General Increase 


Producton for the Fast 


Year Not Great. 


Oil operators and oil men in: general 


hive rushed their work during the past 
week to quite an extent, so as to get 
as much done as possible before the 
holidays, and the drillers have not 
been idle, as many of them have made 
preparations to spend a 
few days 


among friends in the eastern country 
where were their former residency 
before emigrating to the newer oi] 
regions. The year soon" to close has 
been a Tory prosperous one for every- 
one identified with the industry, as the 
market price of the crude product has 
been good, and has not fluctuated to 
any degree during the entire year, so 
that one could handle their properties 
to meet the demand. The production 
of crude has not been increased to any 
great extent in this country for the 
past twelve months, the only points 
showing an increase being in the Terri- 
tories and in Illinois, -while the older 
regions in Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania all 
show ^ 'decline, hut not equal*'to the 
increase by the newer fields. In the 
low.Jgr.ade. .oil districts of. Texas! and 
Louisiana there- is -also a wonderful 
propping off in production, hence, the 


iluing.of the long pipe line from 


Oklahoma to the Gulf, which will re- 
leve the fuel question: to some extent 
Tn California there 1s practically no 
decline, ami-there is no reason for one, 
as there is plenfy of undrilled territory 
to relieve -the scarcity at any time the 
trade'-'fs-'read'y to drill'for it- -This-is 
by no "means the cofiditkm in the .fields 
east from Indiana, as about all the 
available territory has been drilled 
over, .and there remains nothing in 
sight to encourage the trade to do 
much development work. But the hills 
of West Virginia and Kentucky are 
still unknown quantities, but in the 
former, operations of a wUd cat nature 
are very expensive, while in Kentucky 
it is about as cheap as any field in the 
country, with a bright prospect he- 
fere It. 


It is now understood that two trunk 


oil pipe lines will be put. in. from Kan- 
sas to the Gulf, and with the two big 
lines from there to the east, there is 
certainly a chance to handle about all 
the crude that the mid-continent" field 
will be able-to produce: • There are 
millions of barrels of'crude tri Stock 
in that Held, and it will take some 
time to set the surplus cleaned up. 
The pipe lines are now taking close 
to 60,000 barrels a day, or about half 
the production. 


The Illinois field will be in good 


shape with the opening of spring, as 
then the two pipe lines will be com- 
pleted and will be sufficiently large 
to handle the entire production of the 
state with but little trouble. The gas 
pressure in -the Illinois field is on the 
decline at a rapid rate, 
and 
soon 


pumps wilt have to be put on the lines 
furnishing the towns, to force the gas 
to the consumer. The gas does not 
show the staying qualities of that 
struck in any of the other fields of the 
country, and many are of the opinion 
that the oil wells may turn the s»me 
caper, but that is hardly true, as the 
shallow wells are holding up far above 
all expectations. To be sure the field 
has not been relieved of its surplus 
oil to an extent where the wells could 
be produced to their full capacity 
hence, nothing is known of the stay, 
ing of the production. As a money- 
maker the Illinois field has no equal 
so far. 


Crude oils are even less active of 


late than during the early part of the 
month, as both exporters and domestic

The puncture in 
the reading is so minute and so clev- 
erly annealed with pure gold and then 
rereeded with a fine file that tbo punc- 
tare escapes detection except upoa 
careful examination with sharp eyes. 


"Some counterfeiters give the" gold 


coins an acid bath or 'sweat* them out 
of a dollar or two of the good metal 
and then pass them along. The coins 
are genuine, of course, but the "sweat- 
ing1 deprives them of the required 
weight. These 'sweated' coins pass cir- 
culation from hand to hand nnti! they 
reach the ufbks or ihe subtreasuries, 
when they are at once caught up by 
the eoiu counters, and iheir careers 
come to a sudden an;l abrupt close as 
coins of the realm."— Washington :Star.
